To Our Customers and Friends: 


Another year has rolled around and once again it is time to issue our annual catalog. First of all, we want to 
extend greetings and best wishes for a prosperous and successful Glad year in 1956 and to thank each and every 
one of our customers for their patronage. We hope that we may have the pleasure of receiving your valued orders 
again. In keeping with our policy we are again offering a catalog that we feel sure will be of value to its readers. 


Our list is comprehensive, yet concise and we have spared no efforts to bring to you gladiolus varieties from 
all parts of the world. These are selected and offered only after careful consideration. We feel sure that our choice 
will please the majority of Glad lovers. 


As we chatter we will again try to evaluate the relative merits of the newer varieties we grow. These re- 
marks are based on observation as noted in our fields. Our soil is sandy and the performance of some varieties may 
differ in other types of soils or in different climate. We give you this chatterbox review, however, in the hope that 
it will be interesting reading and that it will assist you in some small way in the selection of varieties. 


WHITE — This group has many distinctive varieties. Mother Fischer and Florence Nightingale are still tops as com- 
mercial. Sierra Snow and Snowclad will win their share of ribbons at the shows. Barrett's Beauty has beautiful 
ruffling. Among the pleasant surprises this summer was White Autumn with its tall almost perfect spikes. In the 
blotched varieties it will be hard to beat White Sails and Carmine Eyes. Both are wonderful growers and able to 
open enough to win at any show. 


CREAM — Lorelei deserves the number one spot. We were greatly impressed with the fine spikes and color, a won- 
derful commercial that will be a large winner at the shows. Adorable, after several years of testing, has proven 
without a doubt to be one of the finest introductions. The huge spikes of Good Morning are sure to catch the eye, 
somewhat on the order of the older Corona but a strong healthy grower. Columbia, also classified as a cream, is one 
of the most beautiful. 


YELLOW — No change from iast year in this class. Fort Knox is still the leader both for show and cutting. Prospector 
is one of the most beautiful of all glads. Forysthia, with its greenish sheen and tall spikes, is a favorite of ours. 
Gold Bank and Golden Dawn should be considered by cut-flower growers. The giant of this class is Gerber Hercules, 
a very tall grower and a winner at the shows. 


BUFF — A. B. Coutts produces a robust plant and is certainly a welcomed addition to this class. Sieglinde from Holland 
is a fine variety with good clear color, making grand spikes. Daybreak, one of the finest growers, is characterized 
with tall spikes down the row. Polygoon from Holland also consistently makes tall well-balanced spikes that are a 
pleasure to cut. Patrol, one of the all-time great glads, is still performing very fine. 


ORANGE — Our seedling 6M5, which we are sending out as a premium bulb this season, has the finest color of all 
orange glads; must be seen to appreciate its beauty. Atlantic continues to be a heavy winner at the shows. Valentine 
with its huge spikes has been overlooked. 


SALMON — King Size is just what its name implies. A king in size that can really open them up. We can heartily 
endorse this for a Grand Champion winner. The new Salmon Queen performed very well in its first season here, is 
certainly a variety of much promise and | predict it will become one of the most popular varieties. For the unusual 
try Boldface and Boise Belle. Both are very striking and easy growers. 


SCARLET — Among the new scarlets from Holland, Allegretto and Gregor Mendel are fine varieties. Allegretto has 
a pleasing coior and makes tall spikes. Gregor Mendel produced fine large spikes and received much praise from 
visitors to the garden. Welcome is very early and will become a good early commercial. The older Firelight is one 
we recommend as it is a fine early variety making wonderful spikes right down the row. Hilltopper, a new variety 
with its lustrous color, should become one of the best cut-flower varieties. 


LIGHT PINK — Pink Pride certainly is the giant of this class, will open 10 and is very popular. Look again produced 
flower spikes of great proportions and is one of our best growers. For real pastel beauty, few varieties can equal 
Clarence D. Fortnam and Pink Diamond. The newer Phillippo’s Memory makes a fine decorative spike and is a fine 
addition to this class. 


MEDIUM AND DEEP PINK — The new Washington has an ethereal beauty that can be appreciated only when seen. = 


Sweet 16 and Friendship are very popular and are lovely for florist work. The Giant of this class Benares will sur- 
prise you by producing large spikes with good placement. Alfred Nobel catches the eye with its large white throat 
and is certainly one of the finest Holland glads. 


LIGHT RED — Fire King shows much promise as being the leader of this class, has good color and spikes. Early Red 
and Red Radiance are now well established in the commercial field. Both have fine color and are easy growers. For 
something flashy try Leah Gorham. 
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DEEP RED — The new Senator is recommended as a commercial. It is very early, about ten days ahead of Red Charm. 
Scarlet Leader is actually red and one of the pleasant surprises of the 1955 season. Festival, one of our favorites, is 
one you should try. Crimson Tide is one of the most heavily ruffled with extra heavy texture. These qualities, com- 
bined with good sturdy growth, make it outstanding. Few glads in past years can equal Harrisburger. It has size, 
color and its growing habits are good. It’s going to be hard to beat this at the shows! 


BLACK RED — This group is really progressing. We have two outstanding varieties in Black Joe and Blackpool. Black 
Joe is very early. Both make good spikes and do not fade in the sun. Attaturk is the darkest of all glads. Ace of 
Spade also is very dark, has a beautiful needlepoint type of floret and is heavily ruffled. Negus has richness of color 
and easily wins in its class at the shows. Dark David, the giant of this class, is a delight in any garden. 


LIGHT AND DEEP ROSE — This class is without a question one of the most improved. Lori Dee is heavily ruffled and a 
fine grower. Rosannah another fine grower, will become a heavy show winner and a fine commercial. Richland 
Rose is heavily ruffled and can produce show spikes with many open. Rosita, one of my favorites, is a pastel beauty 
wonderful for florist work and a dandy show glad. The new Rosy Veil is like a Rosy Spic & Span and | predict it 
will be grown by the millions as soon as its good qualities are fully recognized. The older Andrena, Elmer’s Rose, 
Edgewocd and Traveler are all fine varieties and are here to stay. 


DEEP ROSE — Hades, one of the giant glads, certainly will win at the shows. Aristocrat has vigor and great size and 
is one of the tallest. We certainly wish more varieties would have the growing habits of Aristocrat. Karen must be 
seen to be appreciated. It is distinguished by long flowerheads and wonderful keeping qualities. 


LAVENDER — Francesca, a dream glad, is excellent in warmth of color and sheer beauty with good growing habits. 
If you do not grow Francesca, we strongly recommend that you do. It will make any list of “most beautiful”. 
Lavender Giant from Holland is a clean light lavender. It performed very well in our trial gardens in 1955. Princess 
with its tall spikes should become a leading commercial and show glad. Tyrone has wonderful color and makes 
good spikes, opens about 5 blooms which seems to be its only fault. 


PURPLE — Purple Burma, characterized by its decorative needlepoint and ruffled type florets, adds good clear color 
and you sure have one of the finest glads. For commercial use and also capable of winning Grand Championship 
spike, it’s take your pick of King David and The Rajah. Both are different and we recommend growing both. Lustige 
Witwe with its bold blotch is most attractive and a favorite of visitors here. 


VIOLET — Blue Goddess and Majolica, both different and outstanding, are big improvements to this class. If you can 
afford it they certainly will grace your garden. Salman’s Sensation, tallest and most popular at the present time, is 
winning everything in its class wherever shown. Pfitzer’s Sensation has a fine rich color and is one of our favorite 
varieties. Venus, a pale blue, is one of the healthiest varieties grown which is unusual for this class. It makes tall 
spikes with 8-10 open in the field. Violet Charm, the finest cut-flower in this section, is very popular and rightly so. 
Crater Lake looks like a strong grower that may prove a fine commercial. 


SMOKY — Tan Glo goes all the way as a show glad and can win Grand Champion of any show. Allah is a larger 
and richer Vagabond Prince, one of the most beautiful of all smokies. Prairie has unusual color and is one of the 
finest. Mesa Mist has an unusual grey coloring. This and Prairie are very popular with the lades in making arrange- 
ments. 


In the foregoing paragraphs we have endeavored to give you an honest, concise appraisal of some of the 
newer varieties as well as the best recent introductions. We often wonder whether non-productive pages (pages 
not containing price list) are of any value to a catalogue and its mission. To this there is no conclusive answer, but 
we have long felt that interesting and instructive reading, together with good pictures and service features are 
just as much a part of a successful catalogue as the actual price list itself. We certainly would like you to express 
an opinion as to whether or not we should continue chatterbox review each seasen.

Green Thumb is for both the exhibitor and for 
arrangements. Its uses are unlimited. Thoroughly 
tested, it has won approval in Trial Grounds in 
Canada, England and United States (60 days). 


LIFE (Bo-Peep x Twinkles) (252) 


Fine, clear, light red with sharply contrasting 
yellow throat. This startling glad is a real beacon 
for all visitors to our gardens when in bloom. 

Plants run 36-38” and the slender spikes are 
always straight. Runs 16-18 buds with 6-7 3” 
heavily ruffled florets open, well-placed and 
attached. This lovely ruffled minature will steal 


your heart and for arrangements is a knockout.

This new introduction has been 
thoroughly tested as a seedling for 
several years. Last summer it was 
submitted for test to and received 
an approval from the Hybridizers’ 
Guild. The 514” florets are a clean 
medium rose-red and their rich color 
plus the variety’s excellent growing 
habits make this a fine commercial 
prospect. Under various trying con- 
ditions in 10 different areas in the 
United States and Canada this past 
summer the average spike was 55” 
tall with 18-19 buds on a 26” head 
and 6 large florets open. Under good 
growing conditions it will grow over 
60” tall with over a 30” flowerhead. 
While Cheer has won a number of 
seedling awards at the shows its 
greatest potential appears to be as 
a cut flower due to its strong growth, 
outstanding color and ability to per- 
form under hot or dry conditions.

Palomino is that rare glad that combines beauty 
with outstanding performance. Large and medium 
bulbs uniformly produce 56” spikes with 28” to 30” 
flowerheads and ample cutting stems. Six to nine 5” 
florets will open with two thirds of the remaining 22 
or more buds in color. Bulb health is excellent and, 
while propagation is only average, the bulblets pro- 
duced germinate pretty nearly 100% with no special 
treatment whatsoever. Florets are a soft apricot buff 
with a small orange spot in the throat and are lightly 
ruffled with raised midribs — texture is good.

A very beautiful rose-ash with brilliant rose 
throat. The color is soft and beautiful not harsh. Far 
better than Tan-Glo though may not hold so many 
open. Opens 8, 5'% to 6 inch, ruffled florets on a 20 
bud spike with 5-8 showing color, 26 inch head, 5 
feet or more tall. Good placement and attachment. 
Strong, straight stems. Good propagator. The smok- 
ies are not used much by florists, but Fr. McRae’s florist 
uses Patmos even for weddings. At one wedding he 
even used it in the wedding bouquet.

GATES OF PEARL (McRae 56) 507 


Though this is classified as cream it is really a 
light pink. It is creamy white strongly tinted pink. 
Instead of fading after cutting as most varieties do it 
deepens in color and gets much prettier. It is very 
beautiful and grand for any purpose. It grows 4%2 
feet tall and over, with 8 or more well placed and 
attached blooms open. The picture shows the form of 
floret with the long ruffled petals. A small basket at 
Binghamton this past season attracted a lot of favor- 
able comment. A fine opener and will make a grand 
cut-flower variety. 

This variety was supposed to be entered in the 
All American Trials last year but thru a fluke did not 
get entered. | am sure it would have been a winner 
as it is fully as good as the winners already selected. 
You can’t miss on this one.

In some cases the letter has only one price after it meaning that is the price for one bulb, of that size and 
variety. For instance, under A. B. Coutts appears (L 1-.50) (M 1-.35) ete. This means that one Karge bulb costs .50 
cents, a medium .35 cents. Also that 8 bulblets cost .25 cents, etc. 

Sometimes the base price is given for 2 or more bulbs, meaning that not less than that number is sold. For instance 
Ace of Spade (L 1-.25) (M 2-.30) meaning that not less than 2 mediums are sold. 
You may buy 10 bulbs of any size and variety for 8 times the single price and 5 can be bought at one-half the 
10 rate.
